Thrips 

Thrlps  can  be  controlled  in  the  garden  by  spraying 
with  any  of  the  good  sprays  on  the  market,  or  by  dust¬ 
ing.  We  had  complete  control,  last  year,  by  dusting 
with  a  mixture  of  equal  parts  hydrated  lime  and  arsenate 
of  lead,  with  the  addition  of  a  small  quantity  of  dry 
Paris  green. 

We  keep  a  little  naphthalene  among  the  bulbs  at  all 
times,  while  in  storage.
